Who will pay this Bill? The industries and the 
people of Pennsylvania. The Bill can only he 
paid by increasing railroad rates, which industry 
and the people must pay. 


Who benefits by these Bills ? No one. 


The two Bills are known as (I) The Full Crew 
Bill and (2) The Train Limit Rill. 


The Full Crew Bill should be called the Excess 
Crew Bill. It adds extra trainmen to the number 


now required without in any way increasing 
either efficiency or safety. 


The Train Limit Bill would arbitrarily limit 
the number of cars permitted in a single freight 
train, although the whole technical development 
of freight engineering has been toward the 
economic unit of large trains efficiently and 
safely operated to provide lowest possible trans­ 
portation costs to shippers. This legislation 
would nullify these operating economies, make 
obsolete equipment and property improvements 
for which millions have been spent, and would 
sci railroad transportation back 20 years. 
Higher rates would result. 


Effect on Railroad Labor 


The temporary effect of this proposed legislation 
will be to increase the number of engine and 
train service employees. 


However its inevitable effect will be to advance 
the cost of railroad transportation, driving 
business away from the rail lines, thereby 
decreasing the number of train and engine 
service employees and every other form of rail­ 
road employment 


It will decrease the purchasing power of 
the railroads. 


IT WILL NOT ADD TO THE SAFETY 


OF OPERATION. 


This legislation simply means higher railroad 
transportation costs, a shrinkage iii rail service 
and of railroad employment generally. It is at 
variance with the Administration's policies for 
recovery and employment.

The present law of Pennsylvania imposes upon the 
Public Service Commission the duly 
safe and efficient operation of railroad trains. 
The responsibility for such matters properly 
belongs in their hands and should remain there.
